\ or NEED for a new set of laws regulating payments made 
to survivors of deceased service people has been apparent 
for a long time. The present laws are discriminatory te a great 
degree, ially in that they provide separate rates of pay- 
ment for rvists and Regulars. In many cases, survivors 
of Reservists, paid under the Federal Employees Compensa- 
tion Act, get twice as much money as do these of Regulars, 
who are not covered in FECA. Indeed, this is the main reason 
why the laws are being revised. 

At one time it was thought that a simple solution of the 





matter might lie in bringing Regulars under FECA too. But | ° 


Congress, besides being wary of the enormous expense in- 
volved here, has come to realize that the problem is much 
more complex than it first seemed. Nowhere have these com- 
ities been made more apparent than during the Defense 
partment’s presentation of its case for a new survivors 
benefits bill made last week before the Senate Finance com- 
mittee. 

Phere, opinions were voiced by representatives of vet- 
erans’ groups, the Veterans Administration and the National 
Guard. And nowhere, it must be said, was opinion less 
unanimous. 

Briefly, the new survivors bill (HR 7089) brings Regu- 
lars and Reservists under one system. It raises VA payments 
to $112 a month, plus 12 pereent of a man’s basic pay. The 
six-month death gratuity, which now pays from $400 to 
$8000, would pay from $800 to $3000, To help finance the 
costs, all servicemen would have to} 
monthly pay into Social Security. 
pendents are tightened. 

All of this got by the House last July, but the Senate 
committee is taking another long look at it, probably with 
good reason in the face of the many objections it is en- 
countering. 

For instance, the new bill grades the scale of benefits 
according to the rank a serviceman held when alive. This is 
opposed by most veterans’ groups on the ground that “the 
great equalizer,” death, inflicts an equal joss on all families 
regardless of social status. They.deplore what they consider 
a continuation of privilege after death. The VA, on the other 
hand, believes. that this change from the flat rate policy is 
not so radical.as it seems since it applies only to widows, not 
to children and dependent parents. It points out, also, that 
the difference in payment between any two enlisted groups 
would be small. 

But the VA does see a future possibility of this provision 
being used as a precedent in setting a sliding scale of dis- 
ability benefits for veterans themselves. This is certainly 
not the intent of Corigress at this time, but the need is there 
te make this clear in the bill’s final version. 

Another important provision of the bill is the one dis- 
qualifying as beneficiaries those parents who were not de- 
pendent on the serviceman for support. Under the old pro- 
gram, some 70 percent of indemnity awards went to parents, 
whether dependent or not. Would it be possible or fair to tell 
such a large group that because they were not dependent upon 
their sons while the latter lived, they will not be compensated 
for their deaths? We think not and neither, apparently, did

This might be widely misunderstood by the people, who have 
always expected insurance coverage for war service.

If ce can be avoided it should be done before the bill is 
passed.

is to defend the nation. 

When a commissary is closed, the 
monetary logs to the military per- 
sonnel affected is small compared 
to the resulting belief that the peo- 
ple of America evidently do net 
consider the role of the military 
sufficiently important to merit the 
granting of these small privileges 
as a recognition of the sacrifices 
that the military must make in war 
and peace. 

Even if the monetary value of 
the lost benefit is compensated for 
by inereased pay, the feeling of in- 
sult will gtill remain. 

The great danger of using the 
term “fringe benefits” and con- 
stantly speaking of their monetary 
value is that this will eventually 
cause our military personnel to 
view their own service solely in 
terms of monetary return. When 
this happens, the‘result will be an 
of native-born mercenaries, 
and no nation has been long secure 
when defended by such forces. 


If we permit non-military. stand- 
ards of value to be applied to mili- 
jog service, We May some day find 

to our sorrow that these standards, 

while adequate for non-military 
purposes, are not adequate to meet 
the crises of battle. 

So let us return to speaking of 
the PX, the commissary, etc., not 
as fringe benefits with dollars-and- 
cents value, but as traditional privi- 
leges which are evidences of the 
honor and prestige. which should 
be accorded by the people of a 
grateful nation to the men and 
women who stand ready to defend 


them,

Recruiting Problem 


MANKATO, Minn.—A situation 
exists which constitutes an ob- 
stacle to the Regular Army re- 
cruiting program, and I feel it 
should be brought to the atten- 
tion of people who can do some- 
thing about it. 

Our number one vrditess in pro- 
curement is the mandatory Reserve 
obligation facing men after com- 
pletion of their normal tour ‘of 
duty. It seems very unfair for a 
man who has volunteered to be 
thrown into the same category as 
a man who has been forced by law 
to serve his ‘country. I’m speaking 
of the draftees, the. man who is 
looking for the easy way out. 

I’m a firm believer in the Re- 
serve program: However, I feel if 
it is presented properly to the vol- 
unteers we could get more -than 
enough trained Regulars . (NCOs) 
to make up -the backboné - of the 
Reserve. This would also eliminate 
the “relative” or “buddy” promo- 
tion system which exists in -so 
many of our Reserve units. 

Today we need a strong Reserve 
and we also need leaders, not kids 
wearing sergeants’ stripes ‘who 
don’t even shave. In any strong 
manpower machine you must have 
enthusiasm; which is lacking. in 
forced membership.

Vigneault were convicted by an 
Army court martial in May and 
June, 1952, for murder and rob- 
bery near Diebach, Germany, April 
19, 1952. 

Vigneault’s sentence was com- 
muted from dezth to 55 years in 
prison by President Eisenhower 
last Dec. 23. He now is serving 
the ternr in the U. S. Penitentiary 
at Leavenworth. 

Some of Hagelberger’s relatives 
last week wrote a letter to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, asking him to 
reconsider the death verdict. The 
letters said Hagelberger came from 
2 broken” home, and that his com- 
Vigneault, had had his 
death sentence commuted.

Especially designed for oral use 
by small children and babies, the 
tasty penicillin has been used on 
a test basis at McClellan for sev- 
eral months. [t has proved com- 
pletely satisfactory as to potency, 
dosage, vehicle, taste, and stability. 
By using existing standard prepa- 
rations on hand at all Army hos- 
pitals, a unit of the raspberry- 
flavored penicillin can be produced 
for 40 cents. 

Third Army medical officials 
have been so impressed with the 
solution, they have suggested to 
the Army’s Chief Surgeon in Wash- 
ington that it. be used on an Army- 
wide*basis. 

In addition to the $100 award 
from Headquarters Third Army, 
PFC Patton received $25 from Fort 
McClellan for developing the syrup.

His most memorable mission 
here was just after the ‘ “cease 
fire” in 1945 when he came for a 
respite from his arduous tenure as 
Supreme Commander of the Allied 
Armies,

AS ASHFORD General Hospital, 
the hotel remains in the memories 
of many a veteran as “Thé Shan- 
gri-La for Soldiers.” And it was to 
this haven for the sufferers of war 
that General Eisenhower came, not 
only for.a much-deserved rest for 
himself, but to bring comfort to his 
wounded and sick comrades-in- 
arms in their “Shangri-La.” 

Having moved out the 1400 Axis 
internees in 1942, the hotel re- 
turned to normal operations for 2 
brief period, but only for a brief 
period, since the Army needed 
hospitals and the Greenbrier’s 600

DALLAS, Tex.—The first of its 
fleet of nine Douglas DC-6 aircraft 
to be completely modernized by 
Braniff International Airways has 
been placed in service on the air- 
line’s domestic schedules, Chas, E. 
Beard, president of Braniff, an- 
nounced, 

The entire $1,200,000 modifica- 
tion program is being completed at 
Braniff’s. maintenance. and en- 
gineering base in Dallas. Major im- 
provements include the installation 
of more powerful engines and the 
complete redesign and redecoration 
of the passenger cabin interiors, re- 
sulting in a reduction of the sound 
level within the airplane. 

Cruising speed of the DC-6 has 
been increased to 325 miles per 
hour by converting the plane’s 
power plants to Pratt and Whitney 
R2800-CB-16 water injection en- 
gines.

HE Army, Navy and Air Force have authorized use of the novel new “button down” tie. 
The button down tie is expected to go over well with servicemen especially because 
of the no tieclip rule. With the button down tie, Navy men on deck or on the bridge won’t 


be bothered by ties flapping and flying in the breeze. 

Here’s how it works: 

Once the tie is tied in the usual manner, the 
small end is slipped through a loop label sewn 
on the back of the wide end of the tie. The narrow 
end of the tie is then buttoned to the shirt through 
one of the three buttonholes on the narrow end_of 
the tie. (It may sound complicated, but it’s not. The 
Times staffer writing this is wearing one now and 
finds it works easily and well.)

Add one-tenth of one per cent of benzoate of 
soda. If the cider is to be sold, the benzoate of soda 
content must be stated upon the label of the con- 
tainer. 

@ How can I restore gilt frames to their former 
freshness? 

Rub them with a small sponge moistened with 
oil of turpentine, which soon evaporates. 
@How can I improve starch? . 

Add to each bowl of starch one teaspoonful of 
epsom salts and dissolve in the usual manner by 
boiling. Articles starehed with this will be stiffer. 

®How can I remove basting threads properly? 

It is better to eut the threads every few inches, 
do not have to pull a very long thread 
out at a tinte.

Going to school the Calvert way 
are Army, Navy, and Air Force

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Chicken Breasts. in White Wine 
A CHICKEN—-silly little thing that he is—is quite a crea- 
ture when you stop to think about it. Now who’s for con- 
templating chickens? Better not get caught at it, though, or 


someone “will suggest a quick trip 
to the nearest psychiatrist for sure. 
That is, unless you’re contemplat- 
ing him as those people do who are 
always going to retire and live on 
a chicken farm. Or—unless you're 
contemplating cooking him. 

Which brings us to the subject 
of cooking chicken breasts in white 
wine. This is a recipe found in Gen- 
eral Pinky Dorn’s cookbook of 
famous recipes he’s collected from 
all over the world—and it’s fit for 
the Princess Grace herself, Here 
it is: 
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cooked sliced mushrooms 

Bring wine, chicken stock and 
garlic to a boil in a saucepan or a 
pot. Add chicken breasts. Simmer 
gently for about 1 hour, or until 
the breasts are tender. When al- 
most done, add salt to taste, Re- 
move garlic (which should be in a 
small cloth sack). 

Make a smooth paste of the flour 
and cream. Add to the chicken and 








stock in the saucepan, stirring con- 
stantly until the wine and stock 
have thickened. Stir gently to avoid 
breaking up the breasts. Add sliced 
mushrooms, stir into the mixture, 
and bring to a boil. 

To serve, place. one pair of 
chicken breasts for each serving on 
slices of buttered toast. Cover with 
the thick wine-stock - mushroom 
sauce, With this dish serve a green 
vegetable and small buttered new 
potatoes. Serves 4.

When you peel an orange leave 
some of the white skin on it. It 
is good for you. It is so good, in 
fact, the thousands of pounds of 
peels of oranges, lemons and grape- 
fruit from which juices- are ex- 
tracted, are’ no longer thrown out 
as garbage. They are sold to drug 
companies for the manufacture of 
medicines, Their principal effect 
is maintaining the health of the 
capillaries. 

The capillaries are the branches 
of the arteries just like the 
branches of a tree. These branches, 
however, are not hanging loose but 
are connected together again into 
another trunk, called the veins

which returns the blood to the 
heart. The capillaries of the body 
if stretched out would be equal to 


a highway two and a half times 
around the globe. 

Depending on the activity of the 
part of the body concerned, the 
capillaries. act like an animated 
cartoon of a tree in which the 
branches alternately open into full 
springtime bloom and then quickly 
turn\into the skeletal winter form. 
When in bloom the life-giving sub- 
stances get through from the blood 
into the tissues through the walls 
of the capillaries. It is here that 
the white skin and meat of the 
citrus foods have their beneficial 
effect. .

Reup Counselors 
Musn’t Promise 
Specific Bonuses 


WASHINGTON. — 
ment counselors were told last 
week that they must not “promise 
that any specific amount” will be 
paid to an individual as a reenlist- 
ment bonus unless the amount is 
first verified by the appropriate 
finance officer. 

“A number of individuals have 
complained that the amount of re- 
énlistment bonus received was less 
than that promised them as an 
inducement to reenlist,” says Army 
Circular 601-23. 

Amounts’ promised were based 
on “incomplete or erroneous in- 
formation as to whether the _re- 
enlistment was a first or subse- 
quent reenlistment.” Counselors 
are to make no “express or im- 
plied” promise, the circular 
directs. Those in service who are 
interested ‘in reenlisting should be 
referred to the proper personnel 
officer.

NEW YORK. — The nation’s 
open-end investment companies 
(mutual funds) added substantially 


to their holdings of common stocks 
and other securities during May 
when the Dow-Jones Industrial Av- 
efage declinéd by 6.99 percent, ac- 
cording to Edward B. Burr, Execu- 
tive Director of the National Asso- 
ciation of lavestment Companies. 
A Survey of transactions during 
May by 35 major mutual funds, 
representing 79 percent of total 
open-end investment company as- 
sets, shows that these companies 
were net buyers of securities in all 
three major categories — common 
stecks, preferred stocks, and cor- 
porate bonds, Burr reported. 
During May, when the Industrial 
Average. declined 35.91 — points, 
from 513.96 to 478.05, the 35 mu- 
tual funds invested $114,042,000 in 
common stocks, and sold $61,818,- 
000 worth. They also invested $8,- 
077,000 in preferred stocks, as op- 
posed to sales of $4,169,000, and 
purchased $25,832,000 in corporate 
bonds, with sales of $5,824,000. 
Altogether, Burr reported, pur- 
chases of corporate securities to- 
taled $147,951,000 during May, as 
opposed to sales of $71,811,000, a 
net investment of $76,140,000.

AIR FORCE 
THE Air Force -is going to a 

“specialist” rating system. Its 
plan, which differs in many ways 
from the Army’s NCO-Specialist 
system, was sent to the field this 
week for study and comment by! 
major commands. 

Air Force specialists will get the 
pay, but not the recognition of non- 
eoms. Promotions to higher pay 
grade will always be to specialist 
rating. They will be possible for 
both noncoms and specialists from 
the lower pay grade. 

NCO ratings will be both perma- 
nent and acting. Permanent NCOs 
will be special people, selected on 
the basis of length of service, lead- 
ership and ability—a kind of elite 
corps, according to AF officials. 
Acting NCO ratings will go“o spe- 
cialists (the. AF says it is made" 
up entirely of specialists) who are 
also supervisors. 

Basic difference in the new 
system from the Army’s. seems 
to be that there are no : 
promotions up the NCO ladder. 
Specialists in a lewer grade can’t -' 
be promoted to NCO in a higher 
pay grade but must go through 
the higher specialist rate first. 

Air Force expects to bring in 
men from civilian life in the top 
three specialist grades, since these 
individuals won’t be noncoms in 
any sense of the word until they 
have experience. It wants to be 

able to pay more for special skills 
by rapid promotions up the spe- 
cialist ladder, and to have a sys- 
tem which can be easily converted 
to a technician’s pay system, if 
Defense decides that this is neces- 
sary. 

Comments from the field are due 
in Sept. 15. Air Force would put it 
into effect sometime next year, if 
it is approved.

CHOICE of assignment will be 
the lure for graduating ~ officers 
from Air Force pilot schools. Grad- 
uates will be asked to indicate 
whether they are interested in 
careers. Those who are will sign 
indefinite duty contracts. 

Highest “career” man in the class 
will then get his choice of all jobs 
open, including advanced special-

Last year’s Toth case, in which 
the Court held that the provision 
of the UCMJ which permitted ar- 
rest and trial of a civilian. for 
crimes previously committed while 
in uniform was unconstitutional, 
became the basis for appeals 
against the constitutionality of the 
convictions of both Mrs, Smith and 
Mrs. Covert. 

A writ of habeas corpus was filed 
in the U. S. District Court for the 
Southern District of West Virginia, 
charging that Article 2(11) of the|,’ 
UCMJ, Which makes dependents | 
overseas subject to the Code, was 
contrary to Article III and the 
Sixth Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. The District Court refused 
to issue the writ. 

Because of the importance of 
the case, the government, though 
it was the victor in that suit, 
certified the decision to the Su- 
preme Court, 

Justice Clark wrote: “Essen- 
tially we are to determine only 
whether the civilian dependent of 
an American serviceman author- 
ized to accompany him on foreign 
duty may constitutionally be tried 
by an American military court-mar- 


.|tial in a foreign country for an 


offense committed in that country. 


“ . , Our first enquiry is di- 
rected,” he continued, “to the ques- 


tion whether, as a matter of con-|y 


stitutional right, an American citi- 
zen outside of the continental 
limits of the United States and in 
a foreign country is entitled to a 
trial before an Article III court 
for an offense committed in that 
country.” 

(An Article III court is. a court 
established according to Article 
II of the Constitution.) 

Justice. Clark said it has ‘been 
established that “Congress may 
establish legislative courts outside 


the territorial limits of the United | 


States sik s oil

HE CITED other cases and then | 
said: “These cases establish beyond 
question that the Constitution does | 
not require trial before an Article | 
III court (trial by petit jury based | 
on grand jury findings) in a for- 
eign country for offenses com- 
mitted there by an American citi- 
zen and that Congress may estab- | 
lish legislative courts for this pur-| 
pose.’ ; 

The opinion continues: “Having 
determined that. one in the circum- 
stances of Mrs. Smith may be tried 
before a legislative court estab- 
lished by Congress, we have no 
need to examine the power of Con- 
gress ‘to make Rules for the Gov- 
ernment and Regulation of the land 
and naval Foreés’ under Article 
I of the Constitution.” 

The Clark opinion then examines 
the consequences of requiring civil- 
jans accompanying the armed 
forces overseas to. be tried by 
Article III courts, by a parallel but 
separate system of legislative 
courts set up for the express pur- 
pose of administering justice under 
a different code than the UCMJ, 
and of having no laws covering 
crimes committed by such indi- 





viduals. In the last case, these in- 
dividuals would be immediately 
subject to the law of the land in 
which they were living, whether it 
was similar to American law. or 
not. 

The opinion rejects each of these 
alternatives for reasons of cost, 
complication, injustice, disruption 
of- morale, and other reasons,

‘IT RAYS tribute to the effective- 
ness and fairness of the UCMJ as 
it has operated. Then it says: 


“In all matters of substance, the 
lives of military and civilian per- 
sonne] alike are geared to the local 
military organization which pro- 
vides their living accommodations, 
medical facilities and transporta- 
tion from and to the United States. 
We could not find it unreasonable 
for Congress to conclude that all 
should be governed by the same 
legal standard to the end that ‘they 
receive equal treatment under law. 
The effect of a double standard 
might well create sufficient unrest 
and confusion to result in the de- 
struction of effective law enforce- 
ment, By enactment of Article 
2(11) of the Code, Congress has 





provided that all shall be subject 
to the same system of justice and 
that the military commander who 
bears full responsibility for ‘the 
care and safety of those civilians 
attached to his command shall alse 
have authority to regulate’ their 
conduct, ... 

“(The Code) includes protec- 
tions which this court has not re- 
quired States to provide,” the opin- 
ion says in commenting on the 
UCM3J’s provisions, “and some pre- 
cedures which would compare 
favorably with the most advanced 
criminal codes. We find no consti- 
tutional defect in the fact that the 
Code does not provide for indict- 
ment by grand jury or trial by petit 
jury.” 

Clark wrote that, apart from 
the question of constitutionality 
there was another point involved. 
Based on international law and 
the treaties that the United 
States has signed with each of 
the 63 countries in which U. S. 
troops are stationed, “the essen- 
tial choice involved here is be- 
tween an American and a foreign 
trial.”
